1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 29 September 2005 is hereby 
considered by the examiner except for those references that have already been made of record 
during prosecution of the case, which have been crossed out on the PTO-1449 form. The newly 
cited art does not anticipate or render obvious the claims of the instant invention. In particular, 
the patents to Nolan (US 6,540,990 and US 6,273,092) describe chemical treatments of 
amblyopia and do not obviate the method disclosed by the instant claims. The patents to 
Gallamore (US 6,149,615), Cody (US 5,956,126) and Galician (US 4,134,401) disclose using 
occlusion or penalization therapy and therefore teach away from the instant claims. The patents 
to O'Brien (US 4,896,959 and US 4,726,672) and Glannone (US 4,057,054) do not anticipate or 
render obvious the therapeutic method of applying a complex binocular lens system including a 
contact lens on the amblyopic eye in accordance with the instant claims. The instant claims 
remain allowable for the reasons stated by the examiner in the prior Action.
